One year ago, the Short Circuit carried a comparative table of receiver per-= 
formance. Below is an updated and more readily understood table based only on 
A.ReReL. - measured data. The table also includes SSB two tone intermodulation 
distortion (MD) products as one measure of transmitter quality. The receiver 
portion of the table is based on S9=50 microvolts= -79 dBm (QST, Oct '76 and 
Ham Radio, Oct '75). The noise floor is for a CW bandwidth of 500-600 Hz. The
